Synopsis of “The Mikado” 

« 

(By Gilbert and Sullivan) 

ACT I 

To the town of Titipu comes Nanki-Poo, son of the Mikado, disguised 
as a wandering minstrel. He is in search of Yum-Yum, ward of Ko-Ko, 
Lord High Executioner. Nanki-Poo and Yum-Yum meet and he declares 
his love. After learning that Yum-Yum has been promised in marriage to 
her guardian Ko-Ko, Nanki-Poo plans to commit suicide but is restrained 
by Ko-Ko who persuades him to be beheaded handsomely at the hands 
of the public Executioner. He agrees on condition that he marry Yum-Yum 
for a month. 

ACT II 

While preparations for the wedding are going ahead, Ko-Ko tells the 
happy pair that when a married man is beheaded his wife is buried alive. 
Ko-Ko, too tender-hearted to kill Nanki-Poo, thinks of a plan td draw up 
a false affidavit of his death. The Mikado approaches and his first wish 
is to hear a description of the execution. He then tells the gathering that 
his own son has been beheaded and that the Executioners will be boiled 
in oil. The situation is saved by the appearance of Yum-Yum and 
Nanki-Poo, who have just been married. Ko-Ko is forced to marry 
Katisha, an elderly lady, who loved Nanki-Poo.
